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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 12-16 and 51-54 are allowable in light of the applicant's amendments filed on 
October 5, 2004. The closest prior art in the record are Vahaboglu et aL, (J. Clin. Microbiology, 
36, 827-829, March 1998), Speldoorene/a/., (Antimicrobial Agents and Chemotherapy, 42, 
879-884, April 1998), Siu etal y (APMIS, 106, 917-920, September 1998), Leegaard etal., 
(APMIS, 104, 302-306, 1996), Fluit etal., (WO91/08305, published on June 13, 1991), 
Tolmasky (Plasmid, 24, 218-226, 1990), Tolmasky etal, (Plasmid, 29, 31-40, 1993), Rasmussen 
et aL, (Antimicrobial Agents and Chemotherapy, 38, 2078-2085, September 1994), Alksne et aL, 
(Journal of Bacteriology, 179, 2006-2013, March 1997), and Danel etal., (Antimicrobial Agents 
and Chemotherapy, 41, 785-790, April 1997). The major reference from Vahaboglu et aL, does 
not teach SEQ ID NOs: 34-43 as recited in claims 12-16 and 5 1-54 and analyzing step as recited 
in claim 53. These prior art either alone or in combination with the other art in the record do not 
teach or reasonably suggest a primer, a diagnostic kit, and a method for identifying a beta- 
lactamase in a clinical sample which comprise all of the limitations recited in claims 12-16 and 
51-54.
